Perhaps amongst nil Lho great London 
nowspopera there is not or;o respecting 
which it cannot bo assorted with more 
forco of truth than it can of tlio Times 
that it is 'avowedly the government 
organ as well as tho exponent of public 
opinion in England at tho present time'; 
and this is especially true as reboots 
tho Colonial policy of tho Empire It is 
questionable whethor therp can ho found 
in all England a nowspaper in the 
columns of which greater ignorance is 
displayed respecting tho Colonies. In 
illibcrality and inconsistency tho Times 
is peerless. Such assertions may appeal 
strange to some; but they are not less true 
for that. It will be within tho recollec- 
tion of many of our readers how that 
paper formerly denounced in unmeasur- 
ed terms the supposed Colonial policy 
ot what was culled tho Manchester 
School. At tho mooting of Colonists 
in London 0:1 tho Sth alt., Mr. Labolliere 
' quotod, amidst choers and laughter, 
au article from the Times, written six 
years ago, condemning in the strongest 
terms, as absurd and ridiculous, the very 
idea of soparating tho Colonies from 
England, describing in glowing terms 
tho commercial nnd political advantages 
resulting from tho union, and assuring 
tho Colonies that no administration and 
no ministor would ever daro attompt to 
deprivo them of their birthright us 
Englishmen.' [Standard report 9th 
Deo. 1S69J Now tho sumo paper quite 
out_IIeroas Ilerod in lho denationalizing 
doctriuo of disintegration — goes al- 
together beyond tho Bright party in 
estimating lightly tho value to tho nation 
of its colonial empire, This from such 
a eourco can surprieo no ono ; but it is 
surprising to find the Times alluded to ns 
• avowedly tho government organ ns 
well as tho oxponont of public opinion 
in England at tho present time' Let 
us look for a moment at tlio limes* 
articlo to which tho communication 
published yesterday doubtless owes 
paternity. Passing over tho patronizing, 
supercilious, insulting touo assumed 
towards tho Colonists who, with the 
Duko of Manchoster, sought an inter- 
view with tho Colonial Ministor, we 
find tho Times tolling its readers with 
regard to this Colony that ' Tho wuy ol 
gotting at it is by tho Isthmus ol 
Darien and thoPacifio, and tho nearest 
civilized community is tho Star.o of 
California. With tho exception of a 
limited official class, it reoeivoa few 
emigrants from England, and a largo 
proportion of its inhabitants consist of 
citizens of tho United States who bavo 
ecterod it from the South.' There is 
too much truth ia tho statement that 
this Colony rocoives few emigrants from 
England ; but that circumstance is 
mainly attributablo to tho gross igno- 
rance which porvades tho home mind 
with respect to it, — a condition in no 
way mitigatod by tho incessant blunder* 
iug of an illinformed and jaundiced 
preBs. It will scarcely ho necessary to 
say that, with this single exception, tho 
statements contained in the ubovo ex* 
tract aro utterly, ridiculously untrue. 
By tho Is'hmus of Darien is not tho 
only way here. The State of Califor- 
nia is not tho nearest civilized corn>< 
inanity. Washington Torritory, on our 
immediate border, has a white popula- 
tion nearly twioo as largo as British Co- 
lumbia; yot. perhaps, in view of the recent 
doings of ' J udgo Lynch,' tlio less said 
about civilization iu tbat Territory 
tho better. But what of lho State 
of Oregon, with its hundred thou* 
sand of a population, equal in civil- 
ization to that of California ? Probably 
our big cotemporary was not aware that 
Oregon intervenes ; bat if so, be ought 
not to venturo bejond his depth; he 
ought to study geography before pre- 
suming to write leading articles upon 
such Buiijocts. Tho assertion that a 
largo proportion of the inhabitants con- 
sist of citizens of tho United States who 
have entered from the south, is equally 
wido of tho mark. The fact is that 
eloment, although valuable and enter- 
prising, is small, probably not amount- 
ing to more than a fifth of the civilized 
population of tho Colony. Tho pre- 
ponderating eloment is composed of 
British subjects who, having either 
lived In other Colonies or in the United 
States, kuow what the rights ot freo- 
mou arc, and moan to enjoy them hore; 
and wo havo no hesitation in Baying that 
if tboy cannot onjoy those rights under 
tho old Hag thero aro few who would 
not, however reluctantly, seek them 
nndor another 1 It has already been 
asserted that lho Times does not repre- 
sent tho views and policy of either tho 
Govorntncnt or people ol Groat Britain 
on tho Colonial question. In proof of 
this ussortion wo need only refer our 
roaders to such papers as the Telegraph 
(tho organ ot Mr. Gladstone,), mo 
Standard [the organ of tho Conserva- 
tive 1 party], tho Post, the Globe, tho 
Daily News, tho Advertiser, the Dis- 
pateh, the Spectator, tho Pall Mall Ga- 
zette, and last, but by no means least, thu 
Observer as well as to the otlicial ntteran- 
C08ot Dei' Majesty's Ministers, including 
Lord (Jranvillo himself. Bat, wore tho 
case different: did tho Import;-.: Govern- 
ment really propose bartering away this 
Colony us a troublosomo and! useless 
appendage, or as a peuoo-oHbring in 
settlement of international differences 
and supposititious liabilities, thero aro 
few who would not bo prepared to rend 
at once their allegiance aod'the old d ig,' 
and Beek freedom undor tho 'Stars and 
Stripes,' although their hearts might bo 
laoerated by tho act. Nay cuoro f 



proposed to build up a British empire 
on this continent. Should that groat 
scheme succeed, wo shall have no 
cause to rogrot having oast in our lot 
with tho rost ot our fellow-colonists. 
It must cithor provo a great sucooss 
or a groat failure. With tho British 
nation it must chiefly rest to decide 
which it shall bo. Should lho Mother 
Country really provo to bo so merce- 
nary, short-sighted, linpatriotio as to 
reluso to make the Confederation experi- 
ment a success by promoting overland 
railway communication, and directing 
her surplus millions into tho fertile val- 
leys of the now Empire, there are those 
now living who will sou the ' Stars 
and Stripes' waving ovor the outiro 
country from Alaska to Moxico. Iu 
that case British Columbia would pro- 
bably bo the lirst to go. Sho would 
not wait to be bartered away. Ono 
iloes not like to coutampltito such a con- 
tii geney; but it is, perhaps, as well that 
tho people of this colony should look 
at it square in thu face. To avoid fur- 
ther misunderstanding we must tell tho 
British people and tho Canadian pooplo 
plainly that Hritish Columbia can only 
be retained by immediate and thorough 
consolidation and advancement. Moro 
cold neglect, moro shuffling indecision 
and do-nothingism, more of this painful 
Buspenae can only snap asunder that 
cord upon which thoro has been such a 
fearful strain. Ilowovcr far we may 
bo from holding loyalty and patriotism 
to bo no moro than mawkish sentiment- 
ality, mere clannisbness, wo cannot but 
ho conscious that to bo real and en- 
during it must bo reciprocal. Loy. 
ally to tho Crown must be con* 
tingont upon loyalty to tho oolonios. 
If tlio Crown should provo disloyul to 
tho colonists, tboy canuot be presunaod 
to contiuue loyal to it. The loyalty of 
this people has boon subjectod to a pro- 
traeted and sovere tut ; and to havo it 
eternally dinned into our ears that tho 
Imperial Government has no disposition 
to retain tho colonies by forco is most 
tantalizing — it is positively wioked. 
We want no moro of this negative mum* 
mery. What is Groat Britain going to do 
for us and with us '{ That's tho quostion 
which must be answered without further 
parley. As Sir John Young said not 
long ago, in addrossing tho Nova Sco- 
tiauP, we imbibed loyalty with our 
mother's milk; it ia in tho bono and 
marrow ot our existonoe, and to erad- 
icate it now would bo a painful process; 
but if it must bo, the sooner the Dotter. 
If tho issuo is forced upon this colony 
by the British nation, the oolonists will 
not shrink. They will not have far to 
go for a now flag, Ouco again wo say, 
and wo say it in all earnestness, let us 
know our fate. 



A Bio Humt. — A party of Kagli<hraeD 
returned to UrabamttowD, Capo of Good 
Hupo, la-it August, alter h booting expedi- 
tion of 18 mouths iu tlio L.ike -Nguon region. 
They succeeded in baggiog 82 elephants, 11 
white rhinoceros, 37 black rhinoceros, o 
tirades, 28 buU'dloj, 4 koodos 9 oryx, 17 
elands, 21 eea cows, 2 leopards, 10 lious and 
a host ol smaller name. Their wagons wero 
heavily loadod with tho tusks, norm, skins, 
etc, of those animals. One of the party had 
a narrow escape from a lioness. Ho had shot 
an eland and eomo other garao, and while 
dressing it to tako it back to camp his horse 
ran away. Alter a long chasu tho unimal 
was reoiptureJ aud mounted. Tho ridar's 
subsequent adventure ia thus described : 

' I reached lho drill and cauyht a glimpao 
ol my game with a lioness and her cubs in 
possession, growling fearfully. My horEC 
had been drinking iu tho drifi as I walked 
quietly along, but ro sooner did wo roach 
the side than, catching tho scent, off he alart- 
■-d with a mad bound. I uiauugod to head 
him in tho right direction and lurning round 
I saw to my horror t»»» «'J '«uj- oioau at my 
hauls ana tearing ulong like mad. Willi 
my knife I cut tlio ihongs that held my koo« 
do relics mid thus lightened my horse sped 
along more freely. Her majesty slopped for 
a moment to smoll the skin, but evidently 
wanting something more in i he French taste 
(hippology), she again gave chase. I hold 
my nag in as well as I wm able, letting 
him come tolerably close, and then givini; 
him his head, gained on the lioness a little. 
My rifle VfBB unloaded ; but eveo if it had 
been loaded I should cot havo dreamt of fir- 
iog as 1 Bboud have only enraged her with 
a wound that una not fatal, and what ohance 
could I have of that when fleeing at break- 
neck pace ovor ground that was rough, 
atony and iu many places concealing holes 
of ant-eaters or wild dogs? I had still four 
milts to run at least a-jd you may be sure 
my oyes were etra'ned to catch a glirr.mor 
ol a fi to in the rapidly declining twilight. 
At last 1 saw tho wagon tops over the Bhort 
hush and the fire blazing and didn't I shout 
and no mistake, and just as 1 felt secure ray 
harso fell with a quivering motion and i 
over his head, I gained my legs unhurl, 
but my poor horau was deud. His over 
exertion to save bis life or mine had cost mo 
dear.'

Mazzini oa th e Stat e of France, 

Signor Mazzini has addressed tho follow- 
ing latter lo M Angulo, who was expelled 
from French torritory for political offences. 
Too communication is published ia the lle~ 
Jorme : 

I an growing terribly old. In the evening 
I cannot wri'o without suffering in my head 
and oyos, and I arrive at the end ol tbe 
Bhort day having dona only half what I 
would have wished to do, and what I ought 
to have done. You aro right, Franco, tho 
land of the unlorseen, can awuko to-morrow. 
But it ia not right to believe that it will do 
so, or thut in doiog so it would prosper, 
Wo must than consider it as a moral elomont 
—as a country of which tho ever-increasing 
agitation can servo us— but must not mako 
of it tho centre of our action. As far as re- 
gards myself individually, I only boliovo in 
the 'initiative' of the countries which huve 
not yet acquired their national unity. The 
reorganization of Europe must proceed from 
them. Tho droam of my whole lilo, tho 
inspiration of all my thoughts und ofull my 
eOoris has boon tho Italian 'initiative! in put- 
ting tho third Homo, which has heoome 
lho heart of Italy, at> tho head of a new 
epoch. But in leaving this idoal a«ide wl.icb 
is perhaps an illusion ol my great national 
pride, 1 see tho danger of a French 'initia- 
tive' iu Ibe sarulu prostration of othor coun- 
tries. If it takes plaoe the onciur.t prestigu 
will certainly revivo, but you will sea us 
slid dragged behind France for a quarter of 
a century. Iain not impatient lo seo the 
revolution of Franco accomplished. It is 
enough that lho rising tide of French re- 
volutionary movement bo visibly sensible to 
othor natioos. Joskpu Mazzini. 

BaiTisu Entente wim Napoleon — M. 
Louis Blano's first contribuiion to lho Paris 
/ia/jpef ii entitled 'England, the Accomplice 
of tlio Empire.' Prosperity, iMr Louis Blanc 
tbinks, will have somo difficulty in believing 
that in the middle of tho nineteenth cen- 
tury a Booapartist party existed in thu coun- 
try. Ha reproaches England for being the 
first amoDff Kuropeao nations to throw tho 
mantle of its alliance over the horrors of tho 
coup d'etat, and to take Louis Napoleon by 
the bund and introduce him into the circle 
of crowned head j . The Emperor Napoleon, 
he snys, quoting Mr ECinglake, entered upon 
the Crimes o war in order to give himself n 
social position in the world aud it was free 
England which aided to accomplish his ob- 
ject. That war, Mr Louis Blanc maintains, 
was as disastrous to us as it w is advantage- 
ous to our august ally. Nay, more, since 
tho establishment of tho empire wa have 
been iocossanily increasing our arinauionn, 
fortifying our coasts and inventing Ire'ab 
engines of destruction, knowing that it de- 
pended only upon the caprice ol One man to 
plango the world iD to flames. This is the 
Nemesis according to M. Louis Jllano, 
which has overtakea hor for supporting a 
despot. 

(Jbanbks in tuk Planet Jupiter. — Astro- 
nomers havo had peculiar Opportunities for 
obsorving the planet Jupiter during t'is 
year, and espncially for the lust two 
months. Prof John Browning, in a letter 
to Mature, calls attention to soma curious 
changes of color in parts ol its surfaces. 
1 The belts on tho planet,' ho remarks, ' are 
more thao usually numerous, and they dis- 
play a greater variety of colors than 1 bavo 
over yet seen ascribed to them. Tho equa- 
torial belt, which hos boon lor years tho 
brightest part of tbo planet, is now not 
nearly so bright as the ligtit belts to the 
north and south ; usually it has been free 
Irom markings which resemble piied-uu, 
cumulous clouds. It has generally been 
colorless, shining with asilvr gray or pearly 
luster, now it is of a rich, deep yellow, 
greatly resembling the o ilur of olaolrofyped 
gold.' Professor Browning thinks the 
changes may be tbo result of changcB in 
the placet iiself, und invites tho attention 
of stereoscopic observers to them. As it Is 
generally believed that Jupiter shines partly 
by its own light, cot merely by refloating 
tho light ol the sun, tho subject has a pecu 
liar iuterest in connection wih the researches 
now goiug on into tho constitution ol the 
stars and planets.

The Tragedy at Steilacoom, 



An eyo witnees of the recent fearful tra- 
gedy at Steilacoom has furnished us with 
Borne additional and interesting particulars 
respecting it. One of lbs victims, Cbarlea Mc- 
Donald, or AlcDauiels, was an American. 
In 1858, near tbo mouth of the Fraser; rifle 
in hand he approached a man known as 
Charley Adams, but who-e real name was 
Andrew Inkster, and demnuded payment of 
a debt due one McCaw, of Steilacoom, which 
he (McDonald) had been commissioned to 
collect. 'I shan't pay it,' replied Adams. 
•If yoa don't, I'll shoot you,' Oiied McDonald. 
•Shoot and be damned !' rcturnod Adams, 
reaching for his revolver. And shoot Mc- 
Donald did, givirm Adams a receipt in lull 
lor all bis earthly liabilities, hut opening lor 
himself, it is to be Uaied, for settlement in 
the deal Hereafter, a fresh iiccoutit on the 
debit side of the ledger. Adums claimed to 
bava been the discoverer of gold on Fraser 
River. MoDonold, pursued by government 
officers, fled across the Fraser aud rouohed 
the American sido in saf;ty. He shortly re- 
appeared at Steilacoom, where ho hnssinee 
resided, a torror to the county. In 1861 
be was the head and front of a Vigilance 
Commilteo that drovo Charles Wton from 
his claim near Steilacoom — McDonald's vir- 
tuous soul revolting at some deed vfiih the 
commission of whiob Wren was charged. 
Nine years subsequently ho found himself 
Strangely overioken by retributive justioe 
•while in the uct of jumping Wren's claim, 
and destroyed by the very means which he 
bad adopted to possess himsell of tbo land. 

The circumstances attending tho dts'rur> 
tion of thia bold, bad man and his partner in 
crime, Gibson, have beeu imperfectly told 

: by the telegraph. The two dead men were 
leajued with one Bergh to 'jump' some of 
the best farming land near Steilacoom.

» post directed to men of the highes 1 standing 
in the county, threatening them with Uea-b 
if they refused to vacate their laud. The 
situation become alarminf. At last a 
Vigilance Committee of 40 members 
was organized. McDonald, Gibson and 
Bergh beard of the organization, armed 
themselves to the t«eth and on Saturday 
morning Inst McDonald and Gibson started 

• for Wren's claim to join Bergh. As they 
approached a narrow part of the road, they 
■were Bred upon from ambu.*h. Gibson fill, 
.» pierced with two bjlls. McDjoald recoived 
' a slight wound in tho arm, but leaped into 
the thicket and ran back to town. The 
Committee plaoed Gibson in a wagon and 
drove into Steilucoom where they found Ih&t 
McDonald, had had biB wound dress-id and 
was prepared to fight. Several of tho Com- 
1 mitteo approached and advised bicu to 
disarm. Ho did so and returned to uttend 
Gibson. Meanwhile the (Jommitiea had 
consulted and concluded to kill McDonald. 
He asked for time to 'heel' (arm) himself. 
Be was told to do so, but as be turned to 
secure his a me. one ol the Committee cried 

'Shoot tho ' Iu an instant tweuty rifles 

and revolvers covered, the doomed wretoh. 
He fled shrieking into a billiard saloon. 
Bang I bang I bing 1 Still unhurt, be fljd 
swiftly through the long room, gained the 
back door and had climbed a feooe when a 
rifle ball struck him in the temple and pass- 
ed entirely through hit head. McDonald 
lingered about three hours, enduring gre.it 
suQeriog. The Committee then returned to 
tho wagon where the wounded GibSOn lay 
groaning and decided to hang him. The 

. wagon was directed to mrvo up the hill to a 
convenient tree. On tbo way, Oibsou sud- 
denly revived, seiz _ the revolver of one of 
his guard", and shot two of them, wounding 
them slightly, whereupon be 'vas riddled 
with balls und died at otice. Bergh wis 
shortly after caught and made to sign a 
paper relinquishing all olaim to the land and 
promising to cont'uet himself deoenlly in 
future. While the paper was boirig prepared 
Judge Hewitt, a lawyer from Olympia, who 
had been engaged to defend the claim of 
McDonald & Co. to tho land, drove into 
tjwn in o busgy. The Committee at onco 
started to kill Hewitt, but he applied tho 
whip to his borne and e-caped their vengeance 
by driving at post-speed back to Olympia. 
AtliSt account* matters had quieted down 
and the Committre had disbanded.
